MURDER NEAR LANCASTER 


t/oung Man Shoots One of Hit Conn- 
paniorte Alter a Quarrel.

Then tiartsteih Awent to the 
iiouse of his brother-in-law^

Fisher, nearby, vowing that hQ would 
get a gun and ktll 
lirisman. 
When 
ilartstein returned Avith the gun, all 
.of the party ran with the exception of 
Wagner, who remained seated on the [ 
ground. 
Going up to him, Hurtstein ; 
thrust the gun into Wagner's face and 1 
fired, 
literally blowing off Ms head. 
The murderer reloaded hi» weapon and 
escapiid, Thç police are on hi$ trail.

UP A TREE. 
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Y favorite tree is the liem- 
j J ^ L - I T L lock, perhaps because of a 
0 / I / I O good turn that one did me 


when I was a young school- 
master at Ararat, in the 
north of New Hampshire. 
Indeed, I 
.was only eighteen at the time—quite 
too young to be teaching school, as the 
reader of this 
story 
will 
probably 
think. 
Shamus O'Day, Losen Whee- 
lock and Wheeloek's brother Webster 
.were the three trials that I had to con- 
tend with daily for ten weeks, 


Shamus was a year and Losen, two 
years older than I, and each was "half 
A head" taller.

The investigations of the geological 
survey brought to light facts about the 
great quantity of underground water 
contained in the crust of the globe 
which are calculated to astonish the 
ordinary reader. 
Below a depth of 
about six miles it Is believed that no 
water can exist in the rocks, because 
the 
tremendous 
pressure 
probably 
closes all the pores; but above that 
level the amount of underground water 
is estimated to be equal in quantity 
to one-third of all the water contained 
in all the oceans. If poured over the 
land surface of the globe, the under­ 
ground water would be sufliclent to 
cover it to a uniform depth of from 
3000 to 8500 feet 


The nitrate deposits of Chile are the 
largest known, and one of the greatest 
sources of that country's prosperity. 
Their exhaustion would moan disaster 
to Chile and great loss to the world. 
But it has been lately suggested that 
Africa might compete with Chile, if 
not take the place of that country, in 
this industry. Experts are said to be 
convinced that nitrate deposits even 
more extensive than those of South 
America exist all over the western 
part of the Saraha. 
It would cost 
more to get the product to the coast 
than it costs in Chile, but Mr. Gau­ 
thier avers that this extra expense of 
transportation would onlj^ counter­ 
balance the l;igh export duty imposed 
on Chilean nitrates.

A curious instance of the care 
and minuteness with which the hu­ 
man body is now studied, in the 
effort bettor to understand its pow­ 
ers and functions, is furnished by 
a paper read recently at a meeting of 
the Hoyal Society in London on the 
“Kaplditj’' of the Nervous Impulse in 
Tall and Short Individuals.”

series of observations has shown that 
the length of the nerves does not affect 
the velocity with which an impulse 
l)asses between the brain and the ex­ 
tremities, and consequently that more 
time is needed if the path is long than 
if it is short It follows that a short 
man should feel a step on his corns 
quicker than a tall man, but the dif­ 
ference is so slight that the offender 
has no better chance oi escape iu one 
caae than in the other.

TREE TRUNING. 


While the early spring pruning and 
the summer pinching back of the small 
shoots covers the main pruning of the 
fruit trees, much good work may be 
done during the opening day^ of win- 
ter which will, at least, save time in 
the spring. 
Broken limbs may be re- 
moved and many of the inside limbs 
which are overlapping the 
fruiting 
twigs can be cut otr during the winter 
as well as in the spring. 


The work of pruning should always 
be done with a saw on limbs too large 
to cut with a sharp knife; in pruning, 
saw from the underside of the limb 
first, 
sawing up a quarter or half 
through and 
finishing 
from the'top. 
This will result in a clean cut through 
from the top. 
In the M'inter pruning 
of orchards keep your eyes open and

PACKING APPLES. 


The time has come when the farmers 
who raise apples on a large scale and 
pack them for shipment for the gen- 
oral trade must pay more attention 
to the manner in which they are put 
up. 
The practice of large dealers go- 
ing to apple growing districts and buy- 
ing apples ou the trees and having 
them picked and packed by experts 
has made it imperatively 
necessary 
that the crop of the individual orchard- 
Ist must be managed in the same man- 
ner if it has any show in competing 
with the product of the large com- 
mercial orchards. 
The fruit must be 
carefully gathered from the trees and 
all inferior specimens 
rejected 
and 
added to the cider pile. 
They must 
be carefully and honestly graded and 
packed in the barrels, Avith the same 
quality in the middle as at the bottom 
or top, and the grade branded on the 
barrel, 
truthfully. 
After 
they 
are 
packed the barrels must not bo left in 
the orchard exposed to the sun and 
rain, but shipped or put In storage at 
once. 
By observing all these precau- 
tious the orchardist can he justified 
in putting his name on the package 
and guaranteeing the quality.

OVER-WATEUING PLANTS, 


It is not generally 
understood 
by 
some that plants can be over-watered. 
But the fact is, they may be literally 
drowned—and this often happens. 


The position of water in the life- 
workings of a plant is chiefly that of 
carrier—it is taken up by the roots, 
carries food to all parts of the plant 
and mostly passes oif into the atmos- 
phere through the leaves. 
This rou- 
tine Is necessary. 
Without it growth 
cannot be made, while a surfeit of wa- 
ter brings decay of the parts in touch 
with the excess.

On the 
waj’^ over she look two prizes, and 
more than once, on descrying a suspi­ 
cious sail, cleared for action. Had she 
been captured by the British, Franklin 
would have had an opportunity to test 
the truth of his remark to his asso­ 
ciates in Congress, that they must 
“either hang together or hang separ­ 
ately."

STANDARD BARREL. 
At the recent St. Louis Apple Con 
gress a resolution was adopted which 
favored the making of all apple bar 
rels seventeen and one-eight inches in 
diameter at the head, 
with staves 
twenty-six and one-half inches in 
length, the barrel to hold three bush­ 
els. Bushel boxes were recommended 
to be eleven and one-half by twenty 
inches on the Inside. 


TEMPERATURE FOR APPLES. 
Experiments have proved that a low­ 
er temperature tlian at first useil by 
commercial houses is the more desir­ 
able for apples, 
Tlie temperature 
most satisfactory is thirty-three de­ 
grees, and in our experiment was the 
temperature we tried to keep. Lower­ 
ing the temperature does not stop all 
changes going on in the apple, but slm- 
ply delays them. Fruit cannot be kept 
indefinitely 
at 
thirty-two 
degrees 
freezing without any changes. There 
are chemical changes going on which 
result in what we call over ripeness, 
mealiness, and loss of flavor. 
This 
change' is independent of decay and is 
hindered by low temperature and has­ 
tened by high.—Iowa E.xperiment Sta­ 
tion. 


TREE PRUNLXG. 
While the early spring pruning and 
the summer pinching back of the small 
shoots covers the main pruning of the 
fruit trees, much good work may be 
done during the opening day^ of win­ 
ter which will, at least, save time in 
the spring. Broken limbs may be re- 
moved and many of the inside limbs 
which are’ overlapping the fruiting 
twigs can be cut olf during the winter 
as well as in the spring. 
The work of pruning should always 
be done with a saw on limbs too large 
to cut with a sharp knife; in pruning, 
saw from the underside of the limb 
first, sawing up a quarter or half 
through and finishing from the'top. 
This will result in a clean cut through 
from the top. 
In the M'inter pruning 
of orchards keep your eyes open and 
note the condition of the tree so that 
at the proper time any remedy for any 
trouble found may be applied^ 


PACKING APPLES. 
The time has come when the farmers 
who raise apples on a large scale and 
pack them for shipment for the gen­ 
eral trade must pay more attention 
to the manner in which they are put 
up. The practice of large dealers go­ 
ing to apple growing districts and buy- 
ing apples on the trees and having 
them picked and packed by experts 
has made it imperatively necessary 
that the crop of the individual orchard- 
Ist must be managed in the same man- 
ner if it has any show^ in competing 
with the product of the large com­ 
mercial orchards. 
The fruit must be 
carefully gathered from the trees and 
all Inferior specimens rejected 
and 
added to the cider pile. 
They must 
be carefully and honestly graded and 
packed in the barrels, with the same 
quality in the middle as at the bottom 
or top, and the grade branded on the 
barrel, 
truthfullj'. 
After they are 
packed the barrels must not bo left in 
the orchard exposed to the sun and 
rain, but shipped or put in storage at 
once. 
By observing all these precau­ 
tions the orchardist can be justified 
in putting his name on the package 
and guaranteeing the quality. 


OVER-WATERING PLANTS,

Kev. Irl R. Hicks, of St. Louis for May,

i'irHt Storm Period—This period is cen­ 
tral oh the 3rd, covering the 1st to the 6tb. 
Winds will sliift to easterly and poutherly, 
gyowing fitful and rcBtless as the period 
«(Ivxinces, and from about the 3rd to the 
Gth, many storms will break forth with 
violence in various sections of the coun- 
tiy. 
Terrific rains will fall, accompanied with 
%ail and heavy thunder, bringing a high 
biirometer and high gales, with great pro- 
bsibility of late snow in the north and 
ireet. After the storm area has moved off 
to tlie east, a very low drop of tempera- 
tuTo will follow, bringing frosts at night 
liorthward and sproadlhg far toward the 
^afit and south, before the effects of the 
M xt storm period check the lx)real ten- 
eiency. 
Second S t o r m Period—Reactionary. 
She 8th, 9th and 10th are the central days 
©i this jjcriod. A return of storm condi- 
«OTia will appear about the 8th, in rising 
thermometer, falling barometer, easterly 
to southerly winds and growing cloudi- 
Iftjfls. The fact is, a cycle of daily storms 
lor a number of successive days is quite 
pa^bable at this time. But decided dis- 
tarbanccs may be reasonably expected 
«bout the 9th to 10th, with electrical 
(rtoins and high winds on and touching the 
30th. Another sudden marked change 
to cooler will follow after these storms. 
If frost should not follow the first storm 
jfferiod, look for much cooler with heavy 
ftoni northward about the 10th to 12th. 
Third Storm Period—Regular. This 
|)eriod extends from the 12th to 17th, be- 
kftg central on the 14th. At this time and 
tmtil the end of the month, the solar en­ 
ergy will bo focalized along a tier of states 
tunning east and west across the central 
part of the country. 
As we enter this period look for warm 
■nd balmy weather. By the 15th areas of 
Ktorm, witli very warm and ominous at- 
inoBphere, will be well in motion from 
West to east.

Fifth Storm Period—Regular. This pe- 
Hod covers the 24th to 2iSth, normaily, 
but is extended over the 2Wth by the full 
Of the Moon. Tliis period will bring a 
Jffcgular return of storm conilitions—higher 
toinperature and falling barometer, and 
main and thunder storms. Change to 
much cooler will come as May goes out. 


No Appropriation« 
The bill introduced in Congress by Hon. 
I). F. Lafean, making an a)>propriation of 
$81,000 for the purchase by the U. S. Gov­ 
ernment of additional ground for the bat­ 
tlefield reservation, has failed, Congress 
adjourning Thursday without taking ac­ 
tion on the bill. 
It is stated that through neglect of cer­ 
tain Gettysburg parties the appropriation 
was lost this year. 
At the request of parties interested Rep­ 
resentative Lafean introduced a bill for 
this jnirpose and later on Conferred with 
the House Committee regarding it. As a 
number of the memters had nevef been 
at Gettysburg Mr. lafean was induced to 
invito the committee to make a visit as the 
guests of those interested in the project. 
The invitations were jiostcd and it ^vas 
agreed that the visit M^ould be made as 
soon as this session adjourned. The Get­ 
tysburg committee agreed to make ar­ 
rangements for the visit, including rail­ 
road transportation. The House adjourn­ 
ed Thursday, however, and as the Gettys­ 
burg committee failed to keep its pledge 
Mr. Lafean was compelled to notify the 
members of the committee that the visit 
was indefinitely postponed.

O r o w n I n X IpxIco h iiiI 1« I in u i t m e F r « m 
the Boll W eevil. 
The Federal Department of Agricul- 
.turó has instructed the United States 
consular agent at Guadalajara. Mex­ 
ico, to make a thorough Investigation 
of the cotton tree Avhlch flourishes In 
that A'IcInlty. and report fully to Wash­ 
ington. 
Il is evidently the object of 
the department to Introduce the tree 
into this country, If possible. 
The cotton tree is said to be a native 
of the State of Jalisco, Avhlch is one of 
the smaller divisions on the Pacific 
side of the neighboring republic. 
Ac­ 
cording to Senor Hilario Cuevas, on 
whose hacienda near Lagos it is being 
scientifically cultivated, the plant be­ 
gins bearing Avhen five years old and 
continues to be productive for half a 
century or more. In some Instances a 
single tree has been known to produce 
as much as fifty pounds of cotton In 
one season, the fiber being very similar 
to that of the cotton plant and adapt­ 
able to the same uses. It is Immune 
against the boll Aveevll and all other 
Insect pests, and under proper condi­ 
tions the growing of it may be made 
immensely profitable. 
If the report on the tree warrants 
such action the Department of Agri­ 
culture will no doubt take prompt steps 
toward growing it in the cotton belt of 
this country. It is hai^dly likely that 
the cotton plant we all knoAV so Avell 
will be supplanted, but as a part of the 
campaign against the boll weevil every­ 
thing should be done which seems to 
tend toAvard immunity from that perni­ 
cious insect. It may be that the cotton 
tree wyi solve the problem. Stranger 
things have happened.—Houston Post.
